The summons 
was served on Mr, William Mitchell, Queens- 
town, who, the defendants stated, was an 
officer of the Limerick Steamship Co., an 
incor we ac that acted as agents 
for the defe ts, a foreign corporation, 

It was submitted on Pebalf of the de- 
fendants that the summons had not been 
served in accordance with Order 9, Rule 1, 
of the Rules of 1905, under which a foreign 
corporation must be served, the person served 
in this case not being a servant of the de- 
fendant corporation but of their agents. . 

For the plaintiff it was submitted that the 
defendant company, by doing the things that 
they were doing in this country must be 
held to be carrying on a business in this 
country, aud that the service was good. 

The case having been argued, 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in the course of his 
judgment, er el i that, although there was 
no allegation in the endorsement on the 
originating summons that the plaintiff's in- 
juries were received by reason of any 
negligence on the part of the defendants or 
their servants, he would assume that the 
plaintiff had intended to allege such 
negligence. It was admitted that the injuries 
were received on the high seas and not within 
the territorial waters of this country. The 
defendants, in moving to set aside the pro- 
ceedings on the ground of irregularity, were 
bound to establish a prima facie case showing 
that there was an irregularity, and, in his 
opinion, they had done so. e defendants 
having done so, it lay upon the plaintiff to

DUBLIN CIRCUIT (CRIMINAL) COURT 


CASE OF BARRISTER. 


— 


FIRST OFFENDERS ACT 
APPLIED. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Maurice Fitzgerald, B.L., Limerick, con- 
victed on Wednesday of the larceny of £5 
from Frederick Le Croix in the Ormond 
Hotel, Dublin, on June 30 last, was put 
forward for sentence. The prisoner had been 
acquitted of having stolen on the same 
occasion £15 from William MacNulty and £6 
from Patrick Cullen. 

Mr. J. Rearden, K.C., and Mr. B. 
McGuckin (instructed by Mr. J. J. Early, 
Dublin) defended; Mr. J. A. MacCarthy 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted. 

Mr. Rearden applied for leave to appeal 
on the following grounds :—(1) Because the 
trial and verdict were unsatisfactory; (2) be- 
cause of the introduction of two charges of 
which there was no evidence to support; (3) 
because there was no evidence to support the 
finding of the jury; and (4) because the 
verdict was perverse and against the weight 
of evidence. 

Judge Davitt said he feared that he could 
not see his way to grant a certificate of leave 
to appeal, but that did not deprive counsel 
of his rights to appeal against that refusal. 

Feeling that the prisoner felt his position 
acutely, he did not wish to say anything that 
would add to his distress. Up to this Fitz- 
base had borne an excellent reputation. 
t was his first offence, and there seemed to 
be some explanation, inasmuch as he was 
considerably under the influence of drink. 

Never in the history of sittings there had 
he sent anybody to jail for a first, offence of 
that nature, and he would not start with it 
now. Having regard to all the circumstances, 
he thought that a conviction was sufficient 
punishment, and he proposed to apply the 
provisions of the First Offenders Act. 

The prisoner would be asked to enter into 
his personal recognisance of £50 to be of 
good behaviour for two years. In taking 
that course, he assumed that Mr. Fitzgerald 


would keep faith with him and keep the f 


peace towards the public. 
The prisoner was then discharged,

MOTORIST IN MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE, 


Thomas F. Foran, a storekeeper, of Murtagh 
road, Dublin, pleaded not guilty to the man- 
slaughter of Mathew Collins (26), hairdresser, 
Harold road, off North Circular road, a pas- 
senger in a car which he drove from a dance 
in St. Stephen’s Green. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuting, said that 
the car was overturned in Grafton street, and 
the passengers were thrown out and penned 
beneath the car, Collins being killed. 

Joseph O'Hara, motor mechanic, who was 
walking along Graften street at the time of 
the accident, said that the car appeared to 
be travelling at about forty-five miles per 
honr. It was a wet morning. 

The prisoner, speaking from the dock, said 
that with the number of persons in the car 
he could not travel at forty-five miles an hour. 

John Fitzpatrick and Joseph Farrell, pas- 
seugers in the car, said that they did not 
know how the accident occurred, but they 
believed that the car must have skidded and 
struck the kerb. 

Judge Davitt said that this class of case 
had come before the court too frequently in 
recent years. 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty, and 
he was discharged.

ACTING AS SHIPBROKERS. 

Reviewing the facts, as disclosed in the 
affidavits before him, Mr. Justice O’Byrne 
said that the defendant company was 4 foreign 
corporation, whose ships, from time to time, 
made calls at ports in this country, parti- 
cularly at Cobh At Cobh there was an 
office bearing the name of the defendant com- 
pany in large letters, and this fact, and 
several other facts, had been relied on for the 
purpose of showing that the defendant com- 
pany resided in this country in the sense, 
as had been stated, a corporation could be 
said to reside in any country. Reliance was 
placed on the fact that the name of the de- 
fendant company appeared in the telephone 
directory, and on the fact, as alleged, that 
they were supposed to be the rated occupiers 
of the premises. He in ao that. the best 
evidence to show who held these premises, and 
who occupied them, was the lease of the Ist 
July, 1929, from which it appeared that they 
were held by the Limerick Steamship Com- 
pany from the Great Southern Railways Co. 
The Limerick Steamship Company carried 
on business there, and, according to the 
evidence of Mr. Place, the secretary of that 
company, the Limerick Steamship Company 
acted as passenger agents, not only for the 
defendant company, but for various other 
foreign companies, and Mr. Place stated in 
his affidavit that the Limerick Steamship 
Company, apart from ee as passage 
brokers and shipbrokers, had no authority 
to transact any business for, or enter into 
contracts on behalf of, the defendant 
company. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne added that he had 
intimated at an earliex stage of the case that 
if the plaintiff desired to cross-examine any 
person who had made an affidavit in the 
case, he would give an application for such 
cross-examination very sympathetic considera- 
tion; but no such application had been made. 
Accordingly, his view of the facts was that 
the Limerick Steamship Company occupied 
these premises in Cobh; that they merely 
acted as shipbrokers on behalf of the defend- 
ant company, and that Mr. Mitchell, on 
whom the originating summons was served, 
was a clerk of the Limerick Steamship ‘Com- 
pany, and was in no sense an officer or clerk 
of the defendant company. Therefore, he 
had come to the conclusion that the originat- 
ing summons was not bá erly served in 
accordance with Order ule 9, of the 
Rules of 1905, and in the circumstances he 
must set aside these proceedings. 

On the question of costs, Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne said that, as it did seem that there 
were certain circumstances which would tend 
to mislead a person, he would set aside the 
proceedings without any costs. 

Mr. Molony, K.C., and Mr. Hangerford 
(instructed by Messrs. McCarthy, Hanrahan, 
and Moloney), appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. FiteGibbon, K.C., and Mr. W. L. Sains- 
bury (instructed by Mr. M. Good), for the 
defendants. 


NURSE INJURED BY CAR. 


ACTION AGAINST DUBLIN 


CORPORATION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

Mr. Fausitt (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
© hUadhaigh and Proud), on behalf of the 
Dublin Corporation, the defendants in an 
action brought by Miss Nancy Triston, a 
nurse, of St. Mary's, Mellifont avenue, Dun 
Laoghaire, for damages for injuries sustained 
through alleged negligence in the driving of 
a motor car, the property of the defendants, 
at Castle street, Dublin, on February 4, 1932, 
applied to have the action transferred to the 
Circuit Court. 

Counsel stated that a motor car, the pro- 
perty of the defendants, and driven by one 
of their employés, mounted the footpath at 
Castle street and knocked down the plaintiff. 
She was removed to hospital, and detained 
there for seven weeks. The defendants had 
her examined by Dr. Sheridan on April 7, in 
the presence of her own doctor. Dr. Sheridan 
found no internal injuries, and said that there 
would be no permanent sequel to the injury, 
and that she would be restored to perfect 
health within a few weeks of the date of his 
examination. 

Mr. Fausitt read an affidavit made by Mr. 
Proud, who said that he was advised and 
believed that there was no defence to the 
issue of negligence, and that the only issue 
to be tried was the issue of damages. 

In her affidavit the plaintiff said that she 
incurred expenses amounting to £174 odd, 
and owing to the injuries sustained by her 
she could not resume her former employment, 
and anticipated great difficulty in obtaining 
fresh employment. 

Dr. Somerville Large, who attended the 
plaintiff, made an affidavit in support of her 
statements, 

The Court refused the motion, with costs. 

Mr. Basi] McGuckin (instructed by Mr. 
J. W. Lane) appeared for the plaintiff. 


PRIORITY OF INCUMBRANCERS, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The hearing was resumed of the motion to 
determine the. question of priority of in- 
cumbrancers in the mortgage suit between the 
National City Bank. Limited, College green, 
Dublin, and Mrs. Eily Sillett, the Bungalow, 
Glounthane, Queenstown Junction, Co. Cork. 

The premises, Bindon House, Bindon street, 
Ennis, the subject matter of the action, had 
been sold under the order of the Court for 
the sum of £460, which was lodged in court. 

Mr. Michael J. MacNamara, solicitor, Ennis, 
claimed to have a charge on the premises for 
£440, the balance of moneys advanced ‘by him 
to the late James J. MacMahon, of Ennis, 
the first husband of the defendant. 
hús plaintifís disputed the priority of this 

arge. 

The action was adjourned for a short time 
to allow the parties to negotiate with the 
object of a settlement. 

An agreement was eventually arrived at by 
which Mr. MacNamara accepted £270 out 
of the funds in court in full discharge of his 
claim in the proceedings.

SECRET SERVICE. 
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Memoirs of a British Agent. By R. H. Bruce 
Lockhart. London: Putnam. 9/- net. 


O work of popular fiction could excel 

in thrilling incident or in human 
interest Mr. Bruce Lockhart’s description 
of his experiences in Russia during the 
riod of the Great War. This young 
cotsman has had a most interesting 
career. As a mere boy he went to the 
Malay Straits, where he led the usual life 
of the British planter, but came back to 
Scotland in his early twenties, when-— 
greatly, it seems, to his own surprise—he 
took first place in the examination for the

Consular Service. Unlike most young men 
in the Service, he was not sent to a remote 
station to gain experience, but was ap- 
pointed almost immediately to Moscow as 
Vice-Consul. Here he leaped straight into 
the midst of Russian social life, which in 
those days—not very long before the War 
—was the gayest and most exciting in 
Europe. Mr. Lockhart has a brilliant pen, 
and his descriptions of his early days in 
Moscow are highly entertaining. He gives 
a complete picture of Russian society, with 
its graces, its reckless extravagances and 
its fundamental futility. He saw the 
storm about to break, and depicts with 
consummate skill the several phases 
through which the Russian mind passed as 
the fortunes of war waxed and waned. 
Left at an early age in charge of the 
Consulate in Moscow, he had an unrivalled 
opportunity to study the Russian people 
in all their varied moods. His portrayal 
of the last days of Tsarism is masterly, 
and is presented with a detachment which 
is exceedingly rare among writers who 
have dealt with this fateful epoch in 
Europe’s history. 

From this moment onwards the narra- 
tive becomes more and more exciting. Mr. 
Lockhart was sent home to England by Sir 
George Buchanan for a rest, only to be 
ordered to return to Russia shortly after- 
wards by Lord Milner as the head of an 
unofficial British mission. » His adventures 
in this capacity are well’ known. From 
the very outset his task was hopeless, He 
was expected to deal with the Bolsheviks 
at a time when British policy in Russia 
was at sixes and sevens, and naturally his 
mission failed to achieve its object— 
which, by the way, never seems to have 
been defined with any precision. His book 
is one of the most interesting and 
authoritative documents that have been 
produced concerning the Russian revolu- 
tion. 


“HOW AND WHY.’ 


English Prose. By John Brophy. The Adventure 
of Poetry. By Frank Kendon, Magic and Mind.

HE first two of these latest additions 
to the ‘“‘ How and Why ’’ Series are 
well suited to serve as introductions to 
literature for the general reader. Mr. 
Kendon, with obvious delight in his sub- 
ject, makes his case for poetry as a new 
emotional experience, and in a number of 
short chapters goes on to analyse its con- 
stituents. His readers, when they have 
followed him through his simple and lucid 
explanations, will have a ground-work on 
which to build up a more advanced appre- 
ciation of poetry for themselves. Mr. 
Brophy performs an equal service for 
prose. His book is, perhaps, the more 
satisfactory of the two; but his task is 
lighter, and he has limited his scope, con- 
fining himself largely to an analysis of 
prose style. 
Mr. Radclyffe, in his own sphere, has 
added a very interesting little book to 
the series; he ranges over a wide field, 
and has many challenging things to say ; 
but his book would appear to be suited to 
adults rather than to the young. Mrs. 
Williams-Ellis’s book on the human body 
is just the book to put into the hands 
of anyone, young or old. She makes every- 
thing simple, and; at the same time, 
stimulates to further reading.

Argentine Tango. By Philip Guedalla. London: 
Hodder and Stoughton. 8/6 net. r 


66 RGENTINE TANGO ”’ is a trifle in 

comparison with Mr. Philip 
Guedalla’s other works, but it is a very 
elegant trifle, and contains a right good 
store of nourishment. The volume is the 
resulé of an expedition of students— 
apparently, from Oxford—to universities 
and learned bodies in the Argentine. The 
tango, though sensuous, possesses a 
certain. measured stateliness—a . descrip- 
tion in no wise applicable to the frivolous 
and witty style of the book. We can only 
ascribe the title to the inevitable associa- 
tion of the great Latin Republic with the 
dance—an association largely due to the 
popular Press and Hollywood ; for it is as 
logical to think of Argentina in terms of 
the tango as it is to link Ireland eternally 
with the jig. The author, by means of his 
graceful levity, shows. us how important 
and self-contained the Argentine really is. 
There is, however, a leaven of seriousness 
throughout his book, and the gown of the 
Master of Arts is at times inadequately 
covered by the jester’s cloak. Mr. 
Guedalla disposes of the prevailing ideas 
of Latin America, and brutally exposes 
the fallacy whereby ‘‘ America’’ means 
North America, to the exclusion of the 
important Republics further south. He 
assails the French attempt to annex the 
Argentine by intellectual penetration, and 
administers the coup de grace to M. 
Hanotaux, M. Paul Musee and Anatole 
France. He has a few nice things to say 
about England, qualified by the assertion 
that the Argentine is one of the few places 
where, the Englishman, has been able to 
make himself completely at home. Mr. 
Guedalla has set out from the beginning 
of the book to steer clear of the adjectives 
and epigrams so dear to his heart, and he 
has succeeded to a marked degree; even 
when he does fall, it is with grace. He 
has scraped with his discriminating pen 
as sa or! into South America as anyone 
on a limited or even protracted stay is 
likely to reach,

OLONEL RICH’S title neither does 

full justice to the contents of his 
book, nor adequately describes what he has 
put in it. ere, indeed, are selected 
passages from Colonel Rich’s varied ex- 
pesenens in the English prison service ; 
ut in these days of cheap sensationalism 
the author’s choice of title may be mis- 
taken as a tag to a mere. collection of 
highly-coloured stories of prison life. The 
book is much more than that. Besides its 
narrative sections—and almost without 


| exception they are highly interesting—it 


contains many reflections and opinions, 
derived from long and intimate contact 
with prison inmates, which make it a 
valuable addition to the literature of 
penology. 

Colonel Rich has had a lengthy and 
distinguished career, both as soldier and 
as governor-—in two wars, and in such 
important prisons as Liverpool, Wakefield, 
Wandsworth, Maidstone and Nottingham. 
In the course of his service he, has had 
to handle every kind ‘of lem, includ-s 
ing attempted mutiny, and every kind of 
offender, male and female—ex eo

AR. LEACOCK has kept two con- 

_tinents laughing for years at his 
wisdom winnowed from the larger lunacy, 
but until now he has never attempted one 
of those excursions into the future which 
have been a source of such profit to other 
writers. Yet, as he points out, the pro- 
cedure on such occasions 1s simple. All 
that the -writer has to do is to fall into a 
trance for one hundred years. Accord- 
ingly, Mr. Leacock falls into a trance for 
one hundred years; awakes to find him- 
self in the usual vast hall; has an inter- 
view with the usual venerable figure 
called Dr. Oom, and is taken to see the 
sights by the usual pretty daughter. After 
a few chapters of this kind of thing— 
done as only Mr. Leacock could do it— 
the book takes on a deeper note. War 
is unknown in Utopia—but only because 
mankind has no heart for it after, the 
War of Desolation in 1950. The humorist 
does not write in fun when he deals with 
the War of Desolation. In the same way, 
the later chapters of the book are a mix- 
ture of fun and seriousness. He gives us 
glimpses of the old Leacock, as in the 
history of Tom Buncom at Shacksford, 
and the delicious account of the revolu- 
tion of 2020, when bands of rough, evil- 
looking capitalists come out of the slums 
of Park lane to sweep away the Com- 
munist régime; but, on the whole, ‘ ihe 
laughter has an echo that is grim.”’ 
‘* Afternoons in Utopia’’ is the most 
serious book that Mr. Leacock has written 
under the guise of humour. Here is food 
xt laughter—but food for thought as 
well. 

Mr. Lane-Norcott does not carry so 
many guns, but he has a sunny outlook on 
life which makes “ As I See It” pleasant 
light reading. In his ramblings over weil- 
worn paths he is an efficient and pains- 
taking humorist, whose touch will en- 
liven the existence of many in these drab 
days. He is at his best, perhaps, in the 
absurd reminiscences of ex-Detective- 
Inspector Lane-Norcott.

_ tron as a collector of natural history 
specimens for museums—in particular, the 
British Museum—has taken him far and 
wide through the jungles and wild spaces 
of the world. He is a naturalist collector 
of the first rank, and a famous ornitholo- 
gist as well, whose name is identified with 
some of the rarest creatures in our 
museums. In search of these creatures he 
has visited North America, tropical 
Africa, Burma, the Philippines, Madagas- 
car and Siam. In the present volume 
he modestly gives an account of these wan- 
derings, or some of them, and of the 
strange new birds and beasts which he has 
added to science. He is a keen and 
accurate observer, whose thrilling adven- 
tures are told with a vivid simplicity that 
makes most delightful reading. The book 
is a rare combination of travel and 
natural history, while there is plenty of 
material to interest the ordinary reader 
as well as the specialist. It is impossible 
to recall a more enthralling book on 
natural history. The publishers have done 
their duty by the contents, and this 
treasure of lore for the naturalist is 
fittingly enshrined, like Alexander’s 
Homer, in pages and binding of real 
beauty and distinction.

Ayes the welter of razor-edged hills, 
thick jungles and dripping mountain 
forests which constitute the hinterland of 
Burma, lives a medley of strange peoples. 
These tribes are almost unknown to the 
outside world, and hitherto have lain in 
official obscurity. Now they are resurrected 
by the pen of Sir George Scott, who was 
largely instrumental in discovering them, 
and now gives all the information which 
had been hidden in the inaccessible pages 
of a Government Gazetteer, enriching it 
to th ir sad with the fruits of his own 
nowledge and observation. These tribes 
seem likely to remain unknown, or nearly 
unknown, for a considerable period by 
reason of the inaccessibility of their haunts 
and the suspicion with which they are apt 
to. receive the interloper; and he who 
would learn of the Padangs, the Bre, and 
the La Hu or Muksé, not forgetting the 
Wild Wa, must, perforce, consult Sir 
George Scott. It will be pleasant labour. 

As a scholar and anthropologist, the 
author is very competent to deal with and 
to interpret the material which he has 
gathered so plentifully. He discusses 
with unflagging interest a wealth of 
problems of origin and language, and 
describes a variety of original cultures— 
fascinating topics for the anthropologist 
and ethnologist. His views of the peoples 
themselves are broad and sympathetic. 
The heart warms towards the Wild Wa, 
who show no desire whatever to relinquish 
the qualifying adjective; and one can 
judge the somewhat gruesome taste that 
requires an avenue of skulls in their 
villages. Souls trammelled by law and 
custom must go out to such an autocrat 
as the Sawbwa who, for pleasure, could 
pick off any subjects who were not to his 
taste. A diversity of interesting peoples 
and cultures is shown in Sir George Scott's 
valuable record of a wild land and its 
wilde. inhabitants.

HE closing stage in the Armagh murder 
trial was reached at Downpatrick vestér- 
™ day, when the case for the defence 
ended and counsel addressed the jury. To-day 
the judge will sum up, and the jury will then 
be called mpon to give thew verdict. 
Harold Courtney, aged twenty-two years, 
a lorry driver, of Dungannon, is charged with 
the murder of Minnie Reid, aged twenty-three 
years, a domestic servant, whose parents live 
in Dungannon. On the evening of July 27 
last the gil disappeared after leaving the 
home of her employer, Mr. David Collen, 
of Portadown. On Angust 3, exactly a week 
later, her dead body was found lying in a 
dense undergrowth of laurel bushes in a 
lonely lane near Derryane Lake. Her throat 
was cut, and an open razor was found in 
the undergrowth thirteen feet away. 


SUICIDE SUBMISSION. 


When the trial, which opened on Tuesday, 


was resumed yesterday mornivg, Mr. William 
Lowry, K.C., senior counsel for the defence, 
asked Mr. Justice Andrews and the jury to 
inspect the car—outside the courthouse— 
which, as the Crown alleged, the prisoner got 
from a Mr. Ardrey to bring his victim to the 
place of murder. This was done, and after- 
wards, when addréssing the jury, Mr. Lowry 
pointed out that the Crown had put forward 
one witness who was alleged to have seen the 
ear near the place where the dead girl was 
found. ‘That one witness was a little child, 
Olive Symington, who, counsel said, was the 
most important witness in the case. But any- 
one might tell them that a little child of 
thirteen years, as Olive was, could not have 
the same sense of responsibility in a question 
of life and death as one of themselves. That 
was a matter of supreme importance ia the 
ease of identification, whether it was of a 
man or an article. 

Reviewing the evidence, counsel submitted 
that the evidence of Surgeon Kirk was a safe 
guide for them in the main question, which 
arose in the case. He had told them that 
the physical condition of the body, the 
wound, its height, its direction—all pé@inted 
to suicide. He had told them also that had 
the girl been assailed from the front by a 
right-handed man, as the prisoner was, the 
cut would have run in a different direction. 


SUGGESTION OF MOTIVE. 

Continwng, Mr. Lowry said that the 
Attorney-General had put into the forefront 
of his case motive, and he had told them 
something at which he (counsel) was very 
much surprised. That was, that when a man 
found himself in a situation engaged to one 
girl and having betrayed another, there were 
three courses open to him—marry the girl, 
pay her. or murder her. ‘‘ Marriage, money, 
or murder” But was that the experience 
that they had had? “The Courts were en- 
gaged very frequently in solving problems of 
that sort. Recourse was had to the law, and 
he thought the great bulk ofe«cases where 
neithe. marriage was mentioned nor money 
paid were solved by a denial tried ont in 
court. 

Murder was the rarest solution of any such 
difficulty, but their contention was that no 
such difficulty existed in the case of Harold 
Courtney. 

CAR IDENTIFICATION PARADE. 

Evidence was given yesterday by Robert 
J. Stevenson, grocer, Portadown, and by 
Mrs. Clayton, The Park, Dungannon, both 
of whom stated that on the evening of July 
27—when the dead girl disappeared—they 
saw the prisoner in Armagh.

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Belfast Firm’s Action 


Dismissed. 


Judgment Delivered in 
High Court.

ISMISSING the action brought by the 
DD Millfield Foundry, Ltd. (successors to 
| James Moore and Sons), against the 
Belfast Corporation, Lord Justice Best. in 
the Chancery Division of the Ulster High 
Court, to-day, said that he would not allow 
the defendants costs, as the plaintifis had 
been Julled into not making good the damage 
to their buildings by the protracted negotia- 
tions and by the prospect of receiving from 
them the substantial compensation to which 
they would have been entitled if the contem- 
plated widening and improvement schemes 
had been carried out by the Corporation. 

The suit. which occupied two days, arose 
out of a fire at the plaintiffs’ premises at 
Millfield in the year 1926, when portion of 
the frontage wall was destroyed. 

The plaintiffs’ claim was for a declaration 
that they were entitled to receive from the 
defendants compensation for loss or damage 
sufiererd by them by reason of the setting 
back of their premises, and that the amount 
should he determined under certain sections 
of the Belfast Corporation Act, 1923. a 


RIGHT TO COMPENSATE. 


Having referred to the arguments in the 
case, Lord Justice Best said that the right to 
compensate under the section relied upon by 
the plaintifis did not, in fact, exist, as the 
premises had not been burned to such an 
extent that one-half of the frontage wall re- 
quired to be rebuilt, and the defendants could 
not have required that the building should 
be set back to the frontage line of the street. 
He was further of opinion that even if the 
conditions meutioned in the opening para- 
graph of the section had been satisfied there 
would have been no obligation on the de- 
fendants to grant the plaintiffs’ compensa- 
tion, 

That obligatidbn only arose on the setting 
back or bringing forward of a building to the 
frontage line of the street. That was the 
frontage line of the street as it existed 
before the alteration te the front wall took 
place, and the section was clearly intended 
to apply to a case where the front wall of a 
building was not already in line with the 
frontage of that street. 

Therefore, the defendants could not have 
required the plaintifis to set back the front 
line of the factory, as the conditions pre- 
cedent to the exercise of that power never 
came into existence, and consequently the 
right to compensate for setting back never 
arose.

defendants kicked him in the stomach. 


| Guards and hailifts were also handled, and 


the Guards, in order to quell the disturbance, 
were compelled to draw their batons. It 
was not until the two defendants were “laid 
out ” and carted away from the scene in a 
motor car that peace was restored. 

However,”’ said Mr. Ryan, “I will be 
satisfied with a plea of guilty of assault, 
provided that the defendants are put under 
a very heavy rule of bail. 


**OVER MY DEAD BODY.” 

Sergeant Cully said that he was one of 
the Guards who accompanied McCarthy and 
the bailiffs to Forenaught on the 14th Novem- 
ber last. They were met by the elder de- 
fendant, and McCarthy told him that he had 
come to distrain for rates, and would seize 
some stock on the land. John Flynn got 
inside his gate and bolted it, and told the 
rate collector if he got into his yard 
to make a seizure it would be over his dead 
body. 

McUarthy then called on the witness to 
open the gate, and he and the Guard with 
him forcea it and removed John Flynn by 
force. McCarthy then entered the yard, and 
after a great deal of trouble three horses were 
yot together and driven out on the road. 

When they were being led away John 
Flynn endeavoured to take a horse from the 
bailiffs, and the witness and the Guard held 
him back. John Flynn shouted for his son 
to come out and prevent the horses from 
being taken away. 

Edward Flynn then appeared on the scene. 
He struck McVarthy on the mouth and over 
the right eye, and knocked him down, and 
later, when McCarthy was walking down the 
road, John Flynn broke away and gave him 
a vicious kick im the pit of the stomach. 

The Justice--The Guards’ protection seemed 
to be particularly inetfective. 

Sergeant Cully~The man was very violent 
and dragged the Guards holding him around 
the road, He is a big, powerful man. 

The Justice-—The Guards are strong, power- 
ful men, too. | 

Sergeant Cully—We did everything possible 
to control him. His demeamur was most 
violent, Eventually two horses were rescued. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
he heard a discussion between McCarthy and 
the defendant about rates. He heard John 
Flynn offer the rate collector the grass of the 
place. but did not hear him offer McCarthy 
a rick of straw. He did not heur any dis- 
cussion about politics. 

Did you hear McCarthy challenge Flynn as 
a the way he voted at the last election ?— 
No. 

Further cross-examined, the witness said 
that he heard that Flynn had been in arrears 
with the Land Commission and that he had a 
wife and fourteen children. 

Apart from this assault, is Flynn a very 
peaceful man?—He is a very excitable man. 

The Justice said that he would teach the 
defendants some respect for the law. He 
would order both of them te find bail in £10 
each and a surety of £10 to be of good 
bebavjour for twelve months.

ONSIDERABLE dissatisfaction exists 
sh among Northern Ireland farmers at the 
manner in which the Wheat Quota 
arrangement is operating. According to Mr. 
John Minford, Chairman of the Northern 
Ireland Branch of the Wheat Commission, 
in a statement in the Ulster Parliament, 
Northern Ireland, according to the quota, 
is putting £200,000 a year into the pool of 
the Wheat Commission. “TI can state with 
authority,” he said, “ that the only money 
ts be drawn from that pool by Northern 
Ireland will be something like £12,000. In 
other words, the consumer of bread in 
Northern Treland is going to send to Great 
Britain £188,000.” 

It is the géneral view among farmers in 
Northern Treland that, owing to climatic and 
other reasons, they will be unable to grow 
sufficient wheat to supply the Northern Ire- 
land portion of the quota, and that the 
amount contributed by Northern Ireland 
bread consumers should be reserved for the 
benefit of Northern Ireland farmers, either 
as a subsidy towards their land annuitiés 
or as a subsidy on home-grown flax for the 
Northern Ireland linen industry, and to meet 
the competition from Rossian flax. 

Northern tLréland linen manufacturers 
enérally aré opposed to a tax upon 
Rapian and other imported flax, as 
such a tax would prevent them from 
competing on equal terms in the world 
markets with their linen manufactured goods 
in competition with Continental manufac- 
turers.

Where Derry Leads. 


The other evening I ran into a friend of 
mine, who hails from the-banks of Lough 
Foyle, on O'Connell Bridge. He drew my 
attention to the hundreds of citizens who 
shivered in the east wind on the pave- 
ments of Eden quay and Burgh quay as 
they waited for their homeward-bound 
’buses, Expressing his astonishment that 
Dublin, with. all its boasted amenities, 
had failed to make any decent pro- 
vision for its daily thousands of ‘bus 
passengers, he became almost lyrical 
about the way in which such things are 
handled in Derry, where the Corporation, 
and their contractors, the Catherwood 
Company, have provided a central ‘bus 
station with arrival and departure plat- 
forms, waiting rooms, covered balconies, 


inquiry offices, toilet rooms, refreshment. 


rooms for the public and the staff, and 
all the other kind of conveniences which 
the public associate with a central rail- 
way station. He suggested that Dublin 
Corporation, or some other authority con- 
cerned in Dúbhn's traffic, should send a 
deputation to see how these things are 
done in Derry. I think the suggestion is 
excellent, and I commend it to the City 
Manager. 


The Good Compcnion. 


One of the most popular figures in a 
rural district is the man who goes about 
from cottage to cottage, and from house to 
isolated house, rendering first aid to the 
clock that, quite apart from monetary 
value, is such a treasured possession. 
When I rapped at the door of a County 
Dublin cottage the other day, I found the 
so-called ‘‘ clock man ” in the centre of an 
admiring group, who watched him put in 
a new cord in place of the one that had 
broken so unexpectedly, dropping its 
weight with a bang that was described 
graphically by those who had heard it in 
the silence of the night.

The life of the cord is corre- 
spondingly short, as the wall behind the 
clock is damp, he explained before he went, 
leaving contentment and a busilv ticking 
clock in the fire-lit kitchen. — “There's 
nothing you’d miss as much as a clock,”’ 
its owners said,

THE DUNDALK BAY 
MONSTERS. 


SUPPOSED TO BE 
GRAMPUS. 


—— ¢ -——— 


It was reported at a meeting of Fishery 
Conservators in Dublin on Thursday that deep 
sea monsters from twelve to twenty feet in 
length were in Dundalk Bay and were doing 
much damage to salmon fishing, and the 
Department of Fisheries were asked to take 
steps to have them destroyed. ee 

Inquiries made at the Department of 

Fisheries in Dublin yesterday went to show 
that the authorities there do not discount the 
possibility of the presence of a 20 foot long 
sea monster in Dundalk River Estuary. It 
is suspected that it is a grampus, a fish often 
29 feet in length and something of the dolphin 
type. 
It appears that the creature very rarely 
comes close inshore, but feeds in the deep 
where herring and such-like fish are in 
abundance. 


THE COST OF A HUNT. 

Sometimes by luck a grampus finds itself 
where salmon are running in or out of a 
river, such as at the spawning time, and it 
stavs there to enjoy a good time, following 
individual fish until they are caught. 

The cost to the Department of sending out 
specially to kill a grampus would be out of 
all proportion to the damage that the creature 
val + do, it was said, and it was asserted that 
the work of hunting the grampus at Dundalk 
was really a task for the local Board ol 
Conservators, who levy rates for looking after 
the district and the welfare of the fisherman 
who have to contribute to the local board's 
funds. | 

It was suggested that the fishermen should 
be provided with properly constructed 
harpoons to enable them to deal with the 
monster. 


A GALWAY BAY GRAMPUS. 
An official of the Department declared that 


-the Minister for Lands and Fisheries had no 


funds to enable him to undertake such work. 
Farmers, it was said, whose lands are overrun 
by foxes do not apply to the Minister for 
Agriculture to send men to shoot the foxes. 
They do it themselves, and peat Con- 
servators should take example by them in 
coping with their local troubles. 

he story is told that some fifteen. years 
ago a grampus stationed itself off the Galway 
coast, outside the mouth of the River Corrib, 
and did great execution amongst the salmon 
coming to and from the river.

Follow their inspection the Committee 
expressed themselves well satisfied with the 
progress of the work, and provisionally fixed 
a date—on or about March Ist, 1933—for the 
official opening of the Gallery. The Com- 
mittee : recommended the procuring of 
new pedestals of selected coloured Irish 
marble for the Sculpture Room. 

Sufficient progress has been made in the 
rebuilding of Charlemont House, the new 
location of the Municipal Art Gallery, to 
show that the Corporation, through their 
architect, Mr. H. T. O’Rourke, are provid- 
ing a house for the paintings, sculpture, and 
other works of art in the possession of the 
Corporation, as well as of the whole Lane 
gift and bequest pictures, which will afford 
ample space for their exhibition under con- 
ditions to which all modern technical know- 
ledge and practice have made tribute. The 
exterior facade of the new building will be 
an ornament to Parnell square, while the 
laying out of the mterior provides a succes- 
sion of handsome chambers ideally designed 
and disposed in all their fittings to exhibit 
the contents to the best advantage. 


GEORGIAN MANSION. 


Owing to the fact that the old building 
presented to the Corporation by the late 
Government is of Georgian character, care 
has been exercised by the architect in the 
alterations and additions to preserve, as far 
as possible, the original architectural 
character of the building, due allowance 
being made for the conversion of a private 
dwelling into a publie building. The origi- 
nal building was designe dby Sir William 
‘hambers, an English architect of distinc- 
tion. Sir William Chambers was respon- 
sible for several structures of outstanding 
taste in this country, although it is not re- 
corded that he ever visited it. He de- 
signed the Casino at Marino, Clontarf, which 
is accounted to be one of the most beauti. 
ful examples of classic architecture in 
Northern Europe. 

In the reconstruction of Charlemont House 
the old fagade has not been interfered with, 
beyond the addition of a new columned en- 
trance in Portland stone in keeping with the 
windows and general character of the front- 
age. The frontage renovation includes the 
granite facing with the 
steel brush, the pointing of masonry joints 
of the ground floor elevation, and the covee- 
mg of the wall face with a ‘‘compo”’ of 
cement, sand and crushed granite. 


SPACE FOR MUSEUM. 


The general accommodation of the interior 
of the Gallery will include a spacious entrance 
hall and vestibule, with committee rooms and 
extensive galleries on the ground floor; while 
on the upper floor is provision for a proposed 
Civic Museum. Beyond the vestibule are the 
oe pee hall, several picture galleries, and 
the Lane Bequest Room. 

The sculpture hall is a handsome pillared 
room, ornamented with twm columns and a 
dome ceiling. This hall is the only part of 
the Gallery having ornate treatment, the 
rooms which will house the oil and other 
paintings having plain wail surfaces and ceil- 
ings intended*to accentuate the value of the 
exhibits. 

A system of natural lighting, originating 
from New Zealand, called the Hurst-Seagar 
top-side lighting system, has been adopted 
for the daytime, while at night light is thrown 
on the wall surface only, and thus directly 
on the pictures. This artificial lighting 
system was designed by Mr. Davison, con- 
sultant engineer to the “Electricity Supply 
Board, under the direction of the City Archi- 
tect. There are four main galleries on the 
ground floor, which will be dévoted to the 
exhibition of oil painiings. There will also 
be two ioan collection galleries and a water- 
colour gallery, having a total hanging space 
of 1,213 lineal feet, as compared with the 
space of 1,252 lineal feet in the Art Gallery 
at Belfast, which is a far more costly struc- 
ture than that at Parnell square, Dublin. 


MAXIMUM COST. 


The old premises of Charlemont. Honse 

are handed over to the Corporation by the 
inte Government on 12th September, 1929, 
and in October, 1929, Mr. O'Rourke, the 
City Architect, was directed to prepare plans 
for a new Art Gallery on the site at a 
maximum. cost of £30,000. A contract was 
subsequently entered into, and the work 
began on June Ist. 1951. Before March next 
the Gallery will be ready for the service of 
the citizens, and about that time an ex- 
hibition of Rodin scuiptures will grace the 
loan collection rooms.

A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


LONDONDERRY HIGH SCHOOL. 


The attention of parents is directed to the 
list of successes of the Londonderry High 
School, including Northlands Schoo] of House- 
wifery, for the vear 1931-1932, which is 
published in our columns to-day. The number 
of credits and distinctions gained in nearly 
all subjects is evidence of the all-round excel- 
lent instruction, that the school offers, and 
the percentage of passes in public examina- 
tions (100 per cent. in Senior Certificate and 
98 per cent. in Junior) is proof of a high 
standard in all departments. That the girls 
do well after leaving school is evident from 
the distinctions gained by past pupils in 
competition with students from other schools. 

In her report to the Governors the Head 
Mistress (Miss M‘Ilroy, M.A.) spoke of the 
enthusiasm which pervades the school life 
generally, and of the many extra-curricular 
activities such as Guides, games, arts and 
crafts, dramatic and music societies. The 
practical side is given equal prominence with 
the more academic, such ai isela as house- 
craft, first aid, arts and crafts, music and 
elocution bringmg encouraging results. The 
physique of the girls is carefully watched. 
The good progress made in gymnastic work 
and in rhythmic exercises. such as folk dancing. 
as well as the keen outdoor games, show that 
a healthy body is developing as a means to a 
healthy mind. 

The report states :— 

“The main object of education—namely, 
the training of character, should be the 
natural outcome of the high standards de- 
manded in the fulfilment of all the little daily 
duties of the school life, together with the 
principles which are put beiore the children 
in every daily contact. The perception and 
adoption of these principles and ideals become 
easier as the young mind equips itself through 
the mental training offered ,* the curriculum, 

“It is the opinion of experts that the 
problems of to-day can only be solved inter- 
nationally. It is, therefore, essential to work 


ptowards the development of the international! 


outlook as early as possible. To this end, a 
Junior Branch of the League of Nations 
Union has recently been formed in the school. 
The League being essentially of the post-war 
generation, having such a constructive policy 
for our future civilisation and not being 
identified with any particular political party, 
is a movement with which every present- 
day school child should be familiar, In 
pengeinting the we with the work, aims, 
achievements and failures of the League, the 
school hopes to make a better contribution 
to the necessary enlightened public opinion 
of the future, which alone can make the 
League effective. It is the hope for better 
things that inspires educators, and where 
there is inspiration much should be achieved.” 

In concluding her report, Miss M‘ilroy 
thanked the staff for their enthvsiastic work 
during the year, and the Governors for their 
sympathy and support.

Sm,—‘ A, EBs,” ring in that multi- 
plicity of words in which he delights and 
which often make even his plati- 
tudes seem imposin fails to 
seo an. di » . He con- 
founds mere popularity with the reasoned 
judgment of a community. Wallace, it is 
“true, is more popular for the moment than 
Yeats or ‘‘ A, E.”'; but the great abiding 
literary judgments of the world have been 
guided by some indefinite sanior pars among 
the people. Even if you read. *‘ The Lake 
Island of Inisfree’* or “A, E.'s’? own 
“1916 ” to the silliest of flappers, with her 
“Charles Garvice ’ thrown on her knee, or 
to a youth whose delight is in Edgar Wal- 
lace’s thrillers, they will each of them admit 
that the two poems have a power and a 
mystic quality that they never can find in 
their favourite novels. When Edgar Wal- 
lace has been replaced by a new popular 
favourite his books will pass mto the hmbo 
of forgotten things, while Yeats'’s best work 
will continue to make the same claim to the 
attention of the next generation that it does 
to ours. It does not follow that, because 
a man would rather play golf than die for 
his country, he regards good golf as a 
nobler thing than unselfish patriotism. 
“ A. E,”’ evidently thinks it does. 

Let me entreat ‘‘ A. E.” to save himself 
the labour of writing a column to point out 
that, when I admit that the public acts 
through its sanior pars, I am saying what he 
has been saying all the time. That is 
exactly the sort of point that he would 
make, and it would be as misleading a one 
as his abandoned analogy between a science 
and an art. The public is guided by its 
leaders; but the leaders do not choose them- 
selves. I do not know how they are chosen, 
nor am I going to suggest how they should 
be chosen; but this I do know. n every 
community certain men always attain a com- 
manding influence, and their word goes. It 
is vain to think that a man can obtain such 
a eins for himself by simply announcing, 
“Henceforth I shall be the judge of what 
constitutes good and bad literature.” 

For that reason, as I have intimated, 1 
have never regarded the “ Academy ” other- 
wise than as a good diversion for “the sil] 
season.’ No matter how fine poetry W. B. 
Yeats has written, or what clever plays G. 
B. Shaw has produced, no intelligent person 
that I ever met would think of accepting 
without examination their views on any sub- 
ject—literature included. Even the greatest 
of authors have, time and again, shown that 
their judgments on books are no more worthy 
of consideration than those of any average 
educated man. When men like Yeats and 
Shaw, whose minds are so completely out of 
tune with the outlook of Catholie Ireland— 
which, after all, is the real Ireland in the 
sense that the main thought of Ireland is 
charged with the spirit of Catholicism— 
attempt to legislate in a literary way for a 
nation. like ours, the whole thing seems 
farcical. 

Mr. Russell, however, misunderstands me 
if he thinks that [I regard the foundation of 
the ‘‘ Academy ” as ‘‘an act of unwisdom.”’ 
I do not, because I think that it is an ex- 
cellent form of advertising for the first-class 
business men with whom the idea originated, 
As I have already admitted, there are many 
weak-minded pesnle who buy books simply 
because it is fashionable to do so; and this 
class of people, 
America, wil 


especially in England and 
be influenced by the imprima- 
tur of the two gentlemen whom I have men- 
tioned. But the Irish public and its sanior 
pars will be no more bhail by what the 
- Academy ” does or says than I would be 
influenced by the views of Mr, H. G. Wells 
on evolution or of “ A. E.” on football.—

Str,—Will you permit me, as one of Mr. 
Russell's Sond tied, vulgua, to say how en- 
tirely I approve of Mr. Louis Walsh’s 
dictum that the people are the ultimate sole 
arbiters of literary merit? Mr. Russell refers 
to Sophocles having been ‘‘ preserved’ by 
i “a few scholars.” Sophocles wrote 
plays. Plays are intended for public repre- 
sentation in theatres, not for perusal in 
the student’s closet. Theatres postulate 
audiences, which must necessarily have been 
composed almost entirely of “the many- 
headed multitude.” 

It was the “‘ many-headed multitude ” (who 
appreciated his work sufficiently to pay for it) 
that kept Sophocles himself alive, and, there- 
fore, equivalently kept Sophocles’s work 
alive. All that succeeding ages did was to 
preserve, not Sophocles the man, but his 
manuscripts. Most. of those who did so were 
those horrid obscurantists, the monks and 
other ecclesiastics of that other entity 
which Mr. Russell hates and despises even 
more than he does nine-tenths of his fellow- 
beings and fellow-countrymen—the Catholic 
Church. The same observation applies almost 
equally to Shakespeare. He gives “the 
groundlings ’’ an odd rub or two, which they 
took large-mmndedly by paying him íor 
girding at them. 

Now a word for poor Edgar Wallace, to 
whom Mr. Russell so scornfully alludes. 
“Wallace was no self-worshipping prophet, 
seer or mystic; he was too honest for that. 
A wheelbarrow is a very humble mechanical 
contrivance, but, nevertheless, requires con- 
structional skill in its making and is useful 
when made. Wallace turned out literary 
wheelbarrows, but they were good wheel- 
barrows, and when Mr. George Russell is 
able to write even a “ shocker ” with half 
the articulated skill and craft of Edgar 
Wallace then, and only then, will he validly 
be able to sneer at him.—Yours, etc.,

The Life of Joseph Chamberlain. Vol. 1., 1836- 
1885. By J. Lt. Garvin. London: Macmillan. 
21/- net. 

HIS is an age which knows not 

Joseph; yet, for such as it is 
politically, Joseph Chamberlain is largely 
responsible. It is fitting that the first 
volume of Mr. J. L. Garvin’s biography 
should appear at a moment when the name 
of the great protagonist of tariff reform is 
enjoying a period of revival. Twenty-five 
years ago the name of Joseph Chamber 
lain was associated in the public mind 
with a single idea and a single policy— 
Imperial unity through tariff reform. The 
idea and the policy seemed to go down in 
disaster in the general election of 1905, 
which gave the Liberal Party the greatest 
majority ever known in British politics, 
but the effect of the war has been such as 
to bring them back to life, and both have 
achieved victory at Ottawa. 

The Chamberlain with whom Mr. 
Garvin is concerned in this first volume 
of his trilogy is not the Chamberlain who 
was the darling of British Tories and the 
secret bugbear of the late Lord Balfour. 
His charmingly vivacious book brings to 
life a still earlier Joseph Chamberlain— 
one who was something of a terror to the 
Tories of his time, and one who gave both 
Mr. Gladstone and Queen Victoria many 
unhappy moments. Here Mr. Garvin 
presents the Dissenter, the Radical, the 
republican, the great municipal reformer, 
the educationist, the business man, and 
the founder of the caucus. The earlier 
“Joe ’’ was all these at once, and Mr. 
Garvin not only succeeds admirably in 
presenting them all, but at the same time 
merges them into a dynamic and likeable 
personality. The severe countenance and 
glittering eye which surmounted the 
orchid in the early days of the present 
century gave little or no indication of the 
warm personality of the man who owned 
them, but this volume reveals a humanity 
which those who knew only the Chamber- 
lain of, say, 1905 will feel to have been 
that of another man. In the warmth of 
that humanity Mr. Garvin expands and 
radiates, so that the book is biography at 
its best. If the remaining two volumes 
reach the same high standard, Chamber- 
lain will repose once again beside his old 
friend, John Morley, in equality and 


peace. 
THE DISSENTER. 

One of the really excellent things that 
Mr. Garvin has done is to trace the 
Chamberlain family tradition back into 
the religious difficulties of the seventeenth 
century, and to place the 
emphasis upon Joseph Chamberlain’s 
Unitarian creed. In his early days in the 
Birmingham struggle he rather resented 
the title of Nonconformist, because he was 
in all things downright and positive, and 
himself preferred and used the title of 
Dissenter. His dissent was vigorous 
enough to attract attention and to carry 
his points to victory, since at the time 
it was opposed to continuance of an 
established State Church in England. He 
won his way with the education struggle, 
but gradually came to the view that an 
established Church presented no menace 
to himself or his opinions. 

Joseph Chamberlain was born on the 8th 
July, 1836, in Camberwell Grove, to which 
the family had just removed from the 
Cheapside premises in which the family 
business was conducted. The elder 
Chamberlain was a cordwainer, one of the 
Cordwainers’ Company, with which his 
family had been long and honourably con- 
nected; but Joseph was destined for 
another business. As a young man he 
migrated to his uncle's business in 
Birmingham, and thére made at the same 
time screws, a moderate fortune and a 
great reputation. At that time, says Mr. 
Garvin, “ Birmingham turned out nibs 
and guns, and did not ask which was 
mightier. It was a mixture of democratic 
sentiment and combative patriotism.” It 
was into this mixture that Joseph 
Chamberlain made his first political 
plunge, and it was from that mixture that 
he made a city which was to be a model 
of municipal administration for a genera- 
tion. Birmingham is still something 
worthy of admiration. There are Irish 
people who sneer at ‘‘ Brum,’ but they 
do not know of its cultural activities, 
which would make Dublin blush for 
shame, and they are not aware of the con- 
tinuance of the splendid municipal tradi- 
tion which Joseph Chamberlain left 
behind him there when he transferred his 
energies to the wider and deeper arena at 
Westminster. His struggie in Birmingham 
had left him with a victory in the educa- 
tional controversy, and had armed him 
with what was to be the most important 


single force in British politics for many | 


years afterwards: he had founded the 
caucus, and had managed to control it for 
his own purpose. 


IN THE CABINET. 

He had been a Republican, and had 
been thought ‘‘terrible”’ by the Queen, 
but he had contrived to force an entrance 
to Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet after only a 
few years in the House of Commons. He 
was the beginning of the new democracy, 
which has been amply represented since 
by “ Lib.-Labs.’’ and the Labour Party, 
as he had been the means of obtaining for 
the new voters a chance of education. Mr. 
Garvin's volume brings out admirably the 
contrast between Gladstone, then an old 
man, and the comparatively young 
Chamberlain who made the compact with 
Dilke that they should take office together 
or not at all, and suggests the widening 
rift between the Liberals and the prospec- 
tive Chamberlain. Chamberlain’ was 
always a patriot—nothing of the ‘‘ Little 
Englander’’ was in him—and he saw the 
possibilities of Tory democracy at an early 
stage in his career, His temperament 
ranged him there, rather than with the 
Whigs who followed Gladstone, or the 
Radicals with whom he was associated for 
the moment. 

Sooner or later there had to be a breach, 
and it is odd that the breach should have 
come about Irish affairs. Chamberlain 
was willing to give Ireland everything 
that, as he believed, she needed—but not 
the thing that Ireland actually wanted. 
He saw that the extension of the franchise 
would give the Nationalist Party at West- 
minster a dominating position there, and 
at one time he seemed to be on the verge 
of a compact with Parnell, Captain 
O'Shea, however. as this volume shows, 
once again assumed the part of go-between, 
with calamitous results. So the split came 
with Gladstone, and Chamberlain went 
with the new Liberal-Unionists; who were 
soon to be merged in Unicnism. 

This is the end of the first volume of 
what is certain to be one cf the greatest 
political biographies in English. Its sub 
ject was one of the formative influences of 
several cenerations, whose ideas are only 
now coming to triumph, and its author 
is a master of vivid and flowing English. 
With sympathy, knowledge, personal in- 
timacy, political association, and some- 
thing akin to veneration, Mr. Garvin has 
compounded a book that is worthy of its 
subject and worthy of its author.

Call for Moratorium.

NE of the greatest grievances among 

the unemployed was the Jack of uni- 
formity in the decisions of Public Assist- 
ance Committees in regard to the pay- 
ment of transitional benefit. The bil! 
which is now before the Northern Parlia- 
ment will do mueh to avoid these diffi- 


culties in the future. Under the economy 


workpeople became unemployed they 
would receive twenty-six weeks’ benefit in 
one year from the Unemployment Fund. 
When this period is exhausted, and they 
still require assistance, they apply to 
Public Assistance Committees, which .ad- 
minister State grants. A ' means test ” 
is then taken into consideration, and it 
is in respect of this aspect of the matter 
that there has been the most complaint. 
Under the new bill Public Assistance 
Committees, in considering the means of 
an applicant, will be compelled to disre- 
gard fifty: per cent. of both a War dis- 
ability pension or an award under the 
Workmen's Compensation Act. Also, they 
are to disregard the first 7s. 6d. of a 
Health Insurance benefit and the first 
£25 of savings, while all savings over 
this, and up to a limit of £300, will be 
calculated for income purposes at the rate 
of Is. per week for every £50. Again, no 
applicant who owns his dwelling-house 


ing benefit, as a dwelling-house will be 
disregarded in the calculation of means. 
It is expected that these statutory obli- 
gations will cost an extra £10,000. 


WHAT IT COSTS. 


The average amount of transitiona] 
benefit awarded per week in Belfast alone is 
£10,200, or over £500,000 for the year. In 
addition to transitional benefit the average 
weekly disbursements by the Government 
in the city, in respect of other services, 
were :—-Unemployment insurance, £18,200 ; 
National Health insurance, £5,500; 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions, £5,000; 
old age pensions, £5,900 ; blind persons, 
£3,000; medical benefits scheme, £1,750, 
or a total of nearly £40,000 per week. 
Still there is a considerable amount of 
distress in the city, which has to be met 
by relief schemes, operated by the 
Guardians, the Corporation and the 
Government, as well as numerous 
voluntary agencies. There can be no relief 
from this burden of social services until 
industry improves, and particularly until 
more work is available in the shipyards. 


There are indications that several orders 
will be placed in the new year, but, in the 
meantime, Belfast ratepayers can prepare 
for an increase in rates next April.

‘None of the railway companies has 
approached the Government of Northern 
Ireland for a subsidy to pay the difference 
between the current rates of wages and 
the rates as determined by the finding of 
the Railway Wages Board. 

“In any event, in the public interest, 
the Government of Northern Ireland is 
not prepared to adopt such a course.” 

It is reported in BeMast to-night from a 
Dublin correspondent that, unless the 
Northern Government are prepared to 
make in. respect of that portion of the 
Great Northern Railway running through 
their territory a similar offer to that made 
by the Free State Government, there could 
be little hope of a successful issue of the 
present railway dispute being reached. 

In effect it is stated that the offer of the 
Free State Government is to pay the rail- 
Ways operating in the Free State a sum 
equivalent to the ten per cent, reduction 
awarded by a majority of the Wages 
Board. 


DECISION TAKEN,

BERLIN, Friday. . 

T is officially declared that there is not 

a word of truth in the story, which 
circulated in Geneva yesterday, that Pre- 
sident von Hindenburg had had a heart 
attack, and that a priest was summoned. 

The President’s health, it is declared, 
is splendid, as is shown by the fact that 
yesterday he received various persons 1n 
audience. 

The Nazis were successful to-day in their 
move to prevent General von Schleicher, 
or any other Chancellor, from commanding 
too much authority in the Reich in the 
event of the death of the President. The 
Reichstag has passed, by 404 votes to 127, 
the third reading of the Nazi Bill which 
provides that the President of the Supreme 
Court shall act provisionally as President 
of the Republic should the holder of this 
office be ‘‘ hindered ” from fulfilling his 
duties, or sheuld his tenure of the post 
be prematurely terminated. 

One of President Hindenburg’s main 
objections at the time of the recent poli- 
tical deadlock to entrusting the Chancel- 
lorship ‘unreservedly to Herr Hitler was 
reported to be the fear that the Nazi 
leader would thus be placed in a position 
where he might at any. moment become 
Acting President of the Reich. 


‘THE NAZI SPLIT. 


A split in the Nazi Party continues to 
a topic of conversation in political 
quarters, despite the denial from Nazi 
headquarters. The rumour has received a 
considerable amount of confirmation by a 
significant declaration to-night. Herr 
Ithoem, the Nazi Chief of Staff, has ad- 
dressed a communication to the Nazi 
storm troops, in which he states that 
‘the leader proposes, in view of Gregor 
Strasser’s absence on leave, to carry 
through a number of changes of personnel 
in the political organisation of the party.” 
This communication lends colour to the 
view that Gregor Strasser will not return 
to the old position as Hitler’s second in 
command. It has been known for some 


| time that Gregor Strasser and other pro- 


minent Nazis think that Hitler should 
join the Government under Schleicher, or 
at least tolerate the General’s Govern- 
ment until the time is ripe for Hitler him- 
self to he Chancellor. 

This view is -.ot shared by Hitler him- 
self or by the Reichstag President. 
Goering, with the result that there are 
two camps in the Nazi Party. 

During the three weeks’ leave which has 
been granted, negotiations between 
Strasser’ and Hitler are to be continued 
with a view to reaching an amicable 
agreement on the points on which they 
differ, especially in regard to the Nazi 
Party joining or tolerating the Schleicher 
Cabinet and forming a coalition in 
Prussia with the Centre Party, in which 
Strasser would become [Premier and, at 
the same time, Vice-Chancellor in the 


Schleicher Cabinet. 
REICHSTAG ADJOURNED. 


The Reichstag has now adjourned’ until 


‘an indefinite date—probably in January 


—which will be fixed by Captain Goering, 
President of the Reichstag, in consulta- 
tion with the Council of Elders. 

A motion of no confidence in the 
Government, which the Socialists and 
Communists wished to have placed on the 
agenda, was refused. 

Before the adjournment the Reichstag 
passed, with slight | amendments, the 
Government’s Amnesty Bill by 395 votes 
to 144. The Bill remits all sentences up 
to five years, and considerably reduces 
heavier sentences, excluding offences in- 
volving murder.

MAN CAUGHT AT 
MULLINGAR. 

William (Coen (28), of Patrick street. 
Mullingar, who escaped from Mountjoy 
Prison, Dublin, shortly before six o'clock 
on Thursday night, was arrested at about 
four o'clock in his home yesterday 
evening. 

He was charged on remand in the 
Dublin District Court on Thursday, with 
John Barnes (42), a publican, of Parnell 
street, Dublin, and William O'Sullivan 
(39), a traveller, of no fixed address, with 
6% Spake with others not in custody to 
break and enter the jewellery establish- 
ment of Messrs. McDowell, Upper 
(O'Connell street, Dublin, and" stealing 
therefrom gold watches and other articles 
valued at £749.

It is understood that Coen was in 
hiding in Dublin all night, and left the 
city for his native town, Mullingar, by 
the first "bus yesterday morning. When 
the 'bus was two miles from the town Coen 
got off, and, crossing the fields, entered 
the town unnoticed. His home, however, 
was closely watched by Civic Guards and 
detectives from Dublin, and shortly after 
he entered his house in Patrick street at 
about four o’clock he was arrested by a 
detective inspector and a detective 
sergeant. 

He was brought back to Dublin last 
in the District 
Court this morning with escaping from 
custody. 


DISGUISED AS A SWEEP. 
Charles Henry Jones, the twenty-three 
years old salesman, who escaped from 
Leicester Prison on Thursday, sacrificed 
his liberty yesterday in an unsuccessful 
attempt to see his wife and child. Dis- 
guised as a sweep, and with a blackened 
face, he evaded a cordon which, in the 
expectation that he would go there, had 
been drawn round the area in which his 
wife lived.

A committee of prominent Churchmen 

submitted’ yesterday to the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ a 
‘““ revised social creed,’’ on which it has 
been at work for several years. 
' The report advocates the repeal of laws 
prohibiting the dissemination of informa- 
tion about birth control by “ physicians 
and other qualified persons,’’ and condemns 
the enforced continuation of a relation 
“which has no true basis in mutual 
respect and affection.” 

With respect to birth control, it says 
that further “problems related to 
maternal health, as affected by child- 
bearing, and the whole subject of the 
spacing of children and the limitation of 
the size of families, which have, unfortu- 
nately, become involved in acrimonious 
controversy, should. be re-examined dis- 
passionately from the point of view of 
morality and hygiene, with due regard to 
the best means of maintaining desirable 
standards of living, and fully discharging 
the fundamental obligations of parents to 
each other and to their children.”’ 

The report also advocates ‘‘ a wider and 
fairer distribution of wealth ; social insur- 
ance against unemployment, sickness, 
accident and old-age want; social contro! 


of the economic process; revision of penal 


methods and of criminal court procedure,”’ 
and states that religious bodies should 
oppose compulsory military training in 
educational institutions.

SINO-JAPANESE DISPUTE 


BEHIND CLOSED DOORS.

i Me. first chapter of the final stage of 
the Sino-Japanese dispute regarding 
Manchuria ended to-day with a vote by 
the League Assembly referring the whole 
question of the Lytton Report to the Com- 
mittee of Nineteen. 

The resolution to this effect was sub- 
mitted by M. Hyman, the chairman, and 
was approved of by the Japanese delegates. 

Geneva will thus have a peaceful week- 
end, but the negotiations will be resumed 
on Monday, when the Committee of Nine- 
‘teen meets to discuss the question and to 
decide whether America and Russia should 
be invited to collaborate in the work of 
conciliation. 4 

What decision the committee arrives at 
will have to be ratified by the Assembly, 
therefore, probably be 
summoned to meet again on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 

It had been suggested that the invita- 
tion should include a stipulation for the 
non-recognition of Manchukuo during the 
period of the negotiations, but in view of 
the Japanese attitude it is feared that this 
might precipitate a further conflict in the 
Assembly, and everyone is anxious to 
avoid any such development. 


DISARMAMENT. 


Mr. Macdonald, who only arrived back in 
Geneva this morning, presided over a meet- 
ing of the Five-Power Conference on Dis- 
armament, which lasted two hours. 

After Sir John Simon had outlined the 
developments that had taken place in the 
absence of the Prime Minister, the German 
Foreign Minister explained Germany’s 
position in the matter of her demand for 
equality of status, with particular refer- 
ence to the request of M. Paul-Boncour 
yesterday. 

The explanation was of a conciliatory 
nature, and was based on the idea de- 
veloped at an earlier stage of the Dis- 
armament Conference by Sir John Simon 
on discrimination between qualitative and 
quantitative disarmament, it being in- 
dicated that a recognition of Germany's 
rights on the matter of qualitative arma- 
ments might be met by German concessions 
from the quantitative standpoint. 

At the close of the discussion the Con- 
ference adjourned until the evening. 


SOVIET WANT NEW 
TRADE TREATY. 


REPLY TO BRITISH 
DENUNCIATION.

The Soviet Government is ready to 
negotiate a new commercial treaty with 
Great Britain, following the denunciation 
of the present agreement as a result of the 
Ottawa Conference. 

The following Note has been addressed 
by the Soviet Ambassador in London to the 
Permanent Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, according to a Foreign 
Office announcement last night :— 

‘‘ Srr,—On instruction of my Govern- 
ment I have the honour to state the follow- 
ing. Having considered the Note. oí the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs cf 
October 17th;- 1932, as well. as the pro- 
posal of the Secretary of State to com- 
mence negotiations for a new commercial! 
treaty, made to me during my conversa- 
tion with him on the 11th November, 1932, 
the. Government of the Soviet Union 
accepts the proposal of the Secretary olf 
State, and is prepared to commence 
negotiations for a new commercial treaty.

William Landles (31), of Carnley street, 
West Melton; Alphonso Allen (51), a 
deputy, of Cliffe road, Drampton, near 
Wombwell; Albert Edward Windle (18), 
of Firth- road, West Melton, and Fred 
sad canbe (21), of Pearson’s Field, 
Wombwell.

All the injured men are in the Beckett

Nutter was a well-known footballer, and 
had been chosen to play for Wombwell 
to-day.

The staff above 
ground numbers 607. The accident 
occurred in the silkstone seam, not far 
irom the pit. bottom. 


SHOT-FIRING, 

None of the injured men has been able 
fo give any account of what happened. 
All that is known is that shot-firing was 
being carried out, and that there was a 
sudden flash of flame. 

Mr. R. Graham, general manager of the 
Cortonwood Collieries Company, said: 
‘“ The explosion occurred in the silkstone 
m at about midnight. We sent for 
rescue parties, which were on the scene 
almost immediately, but they were not 
needed. The men died as the result of 
burns, and though we are not sure what 
caused the explosion, we believe that some 
gas may have come out of the old waste, 
consequences, 

About twenty men were in the seam 
at the time on night work. The seam is 
about 500 feet deep. Everything is normal 
now. This is the first serious accident we 
have ever had, and I think that is a fine 
record, in view of the fact that we first

FROM LONDON IN 
2 DAYS. -

A NNOUNCEMENT of the terms of the 


inter-Departmental Committee's report 

on Australian commercial air services, 
and especially the yvecommendatious on 
and especially the recommendations on the 
way, have led to keen discussion in British air 
circles. The report is published almost 
thirteen years to the ey trom the date of 
completion of the first flight between Eng- 
land and Australia. On December 10th, 
1919, the Australian airmen brothers, Ross 
and Keith Smith, landed at Fort Darwin at 
the end of a twenty-eight days’ journey from 
London. 

That a regular airway bringing Sydney and 
Melbourne within only seventeen days’ travel 
of London should be contemplated after so 
brief a lapse of time from that first great 
flight is a measure of the astonishing ad- 
vance of civil aviation in the intervening 
years. The service, once established, is 
certain. to be accelerated from time 
to time till the chief Australian 
cities are less than a week distant from the 
English capital—a rate of travel which many 
British experts believe to be capable of 
instant materialisation if mails only be 
carried over the route by relays of aeroplanes 
moving night and day. 


THE ROUTE. 


Inauguration of the through service may be 
expected some time towards the end of 1933. 
Imperial Airways are assured of the route as 
far as Singapore, to which city the company 
will probably extend its India airway some 
time soon, The remainder of the air line 
from Singapore, by way of the Dutch East 
Indies to Port Darwin, which will be the 
point from which the future internal Aus- 
tralian lines will radiate, is to be put out to 
tender. Here two theories of operation are 
in rivalry. It is known that Imperial Air- 
ways favour single control of all 
of the main Empire trunk air routes, 
leaving internal and “feeder” services 
only to local operation, The company 
would desire to run the air line 
all the way to the terminal station at Port 
Darwin. The claim is based on the wide ex- 
perience of long distance air line operation 
possessed by the concern, and on important 
points of organisation such as maintenance. 
supplies and uniformity of method and super- 
Vision, 

Austrahan opinion, as expressed in the 
official report, favours a co-operative service 
in which Australian ‘planes would assure the 
route between Singapore and Darwin. Negotia 
tions in London, helped by the advice and keen 
interest of Mr. Stanley Bruce, the Australian 
Resident Minister, may be expected to clear 
up this point, One possible solution is that 
mm Anglo-Australian company, in which Im- 
perial Airways would be powerfully repre- 
sented, should. operate from Singapore on- 
wards. Whether the suggestion would be 
welcome by the English concern is not known, 


because up to the present the company quite 
naturally declines to comment on this or any 
other proposal connected with materialisation 
oí the Australia airway. 

The Committee's stipulation that contractors 
or companies tendering for the Darwin- 
Singapore or for the new internal lines must 
be British is received with great satisfaction. 
Plainly, a route which must perforce be 
reckoned as a vital part of the Empire's 
system of defence, apart altogether from its 
commercial importance, should be under 
British control from end to end. ‘There are 
many econom‘e and technical advantages in 
employing throughout British personnel and 
flying material constructed to Fmpire 
standards.

DEPUTATION TO ME. 
DERRIG. 


A deputation from the Dublin Corporation 
has waited on Mr, T. Derrig, T.D., Free 
State Minister for Education, to urge the 
advisability of opening all school play- 
grounds after school hours for the accommo- 
dation of children of different districts who 
have no suitable playgrounds, and con- 
sequently are obliged to play on the streets. 

The deputation pressed specially for Marl- 
borough Street School playground, and, after 


examination of plans showing which portion 
of the playground was required by the Cor- 
poration, the Minister was sympathetic, and 
promised to consult others interested in the 
proposals. 

In view of the abnormal ‘bus traffic (as 
many as sixty "buses using this thoroughfare 
per hour) now using Lower, Middle, and 
Upper Gardiner street, the deputation 
pressed upon the Minister the urgent neces- 
sity for a playground in this district. It is 
a thickly populated area, where there are 
some thousands of children with neither back 
nor front gardens to their homes. In many 


| of the houses in this area there are upwards 


of nine and ten persons all occupying one 
room, and in one case it was painted out that 
there were eleven in one room. 

The Committee have in view, and will re 
quest sanction to proposals for the opening 
of other playgrounds throughout the city, 
and will ask the Government, at a later date, 
to introduce legislation to give Mountjoy 
square to the Corporation. Efforts are being 
made to get the Commissioners to give one- 
half of the square to the Corporation, wha 
propose to erect a handsome iron railings te 
divide it from the tenmis court.

| FARMERS’ LEAGUE. 


LIVELY MEETING NEAR 
LIFFORD, 


há 


Lively scenes were enacted at a public 
meeting held last night in the Lecture Hall, 
Ballindrait, Lifford, County Donegal, for the 
yurpose of forming a branch of the National 
uan) and Ratepayers League. 

Mr. Thomas Fowler, Lifford, who presided, 
said that the meeting was absolutely non- 
sectarian and non-political, and all that they 
wanted was a fair cooriatt He said that they 
were all aware of the deplorable condition 
of the farming community at the moment. 
Their cattle, "Eas and other live-stock were 
worth absolutely nothing, and bankruptcy 
was staring them in the face. They would 
have to do something if they were going to 
save agriculture. About 70 per cent. of the 
population of the Irish Free State were de- 
pendent on agriculture for their livelihood, 
and they returned only three members to 
represent them in the Dau. 

At this point Mr. Henry McDevitt, Castle- 
fin, challenged Mr. Fowler to give reasons 
why a branch of the League should be estab- 
lished in Donegal. 

The Chairman said that one reason alone 
was that they were being compelled to seil 
their stock for practically nothing, because 
they had no market other than that of 
Britain. They were faced with a 40 per cent. 
tariff in that direction, and he had heard 
on good authority that this would be 
increased to 60 per cent. after Christmas. He 
thought that that was sufficient reason. 

Mr. McDevitt contended that the Chairman 
had advanced no argument for the establish- 
ment of a branch of the League. The Go- 
vernment in power had been put in office by 
the votes of the seventy per cent., together 
with those of the remaining thirty per cent. 
of the people. They had done good work, 
and had the interests of the people at heart. 
Moreover, they had received a mandate from 
the people not to pay the £5,000,000 to 
England. 

Mr. McDevitt’s statement 
with applause and cheers. 

The Chairman said that Mr. McDevitt’s 
remarks were altogether too controversial. 

Mr. McDevitt replied that they were purely 
economical. 

Mr. Fowler said that no section of the 
people were better fitted to look after farming 
interests than the farmers themselves. At 
the present moment they were all faced with 
bankruptcy. 

Mr. McDevitt—‘‘ Who is facing you with 
bankruptcy ”” 

The Chairman asked those present in 
favour of forming a branch of the League to 
hold up their hands, and it was held that 
the majority were wishful to do so. 

Mr. McDevitt demanded a poll, and said 
that unless it was conceded he would leave 
the meeting. 

His request was refused, and he withdrew 
with his supporters. 

A branch of the League was formed, and 
the following officials elected:—Mr. H. 
Fowler (Chairman), Mr. T. Slone (Secre- 
tary), and Mr. H. O'Donnell (Treasurer). 

A protest meeting of those who had with- 
drawn from the lecture hall was held on the 
green outside, and was addressed by Mr. 
Charles Scannell, Broomfield, Castlefin; Mr. 
Sean Sharkey (National Workers’ and Small 
Farmers’ Association), Mr. Henry McDevitt 
and Mr. W. Walsh. 

A resolution was passed, endorsing the 
efforts of the Government to uphold the 
rights of the Irish nation in face of a 
blockade imposed by Buitain.

SECRETARY CALLS FOR 
VIGILANCE, 


Mr. T. J. O'Connell, General Secretary, 
[Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, speak- 
ing at a reception in Derry last night, recalled
